London, July 24.—Premier Lloyd- 
George told a deputation of the par­ 
liamentary committee of the trades 
union congress that he was as anx­ 
ious as any man to se the Irish ques­ 
tion settled on a basis acceptable to 
the majority of the Irish people. 
The premier declared the govern­ 
ment was not afraid t# accept a truce, 
but that it could not permit overt 
outrages and murders. 
It was pre­ 
pared to go a long way to let Ireland 
manage her own affairs if the ne;es- 
c-ary assurance was forthcoming, he 
said 
He suggested that labor could 
use its influence to secure settlement. 
Sir Htmar Greenwood, chief secre­ 
tary for Ireland, in the course of a 
debate on Irish affairs in the house 
of commons appealed to all parties 
and creeds to support the government, 
predicting the situation would become 
still worse than at present. 
“There 
never was a time,” he added, “when 
the Irish executive, the British cabi­ 
net and the house of commons were 
more desirous of settling this age­ 
long Irish question, and we are ready 
to welcome representation from every 
quarter as to the best method of solu­ 
tion.”

Discussion of the coal 
situation at this conference, Mr. Pal­ 
mer said, would be “thorough.” add­ 
ing: “It is our purpose to consider 
the general situation with a view to 
obtaining the advice and assistance 
of business men with respect to exist­ 
ing conditions in the coal industry.” 
The president still may employ his 
war powers in remedying menacing 
conditions and it was indicated these 
powers might be called into use In 
laying a ben on exports should the 
priority orders of the interstate com­ 
merce commission fail to bring satis­ 
factory results. 
This phase will be 
taken up at the New York meeting 
along with discussion of prices, trans­ 
portation problems and production.

Cherry Pie—Two and one-half 
cups*of stoned cherries, one cup of 
sugar, two and 
one-half 
table­ 
spoons of flour, one teaspoon of 
butter.
